SUBJECT: Office of Management and Budget - 
Proposed Policy on Dissemination 
of Technical [tnformation 


1. The subject proposed poiicy draft has come to my 
attention. Although it should be implied, the draft contains 
no exceptions as to technical reports containing classified 
information. 


2. In order that no question should arise in the future, 
perhaps an amendment to paragraph 6(c) should be proposed 
which would add the following at the end: "except for 
technical reports containing classified information." The 
subparagraph would then read: 


"Submit a bibliographic description of each 
technical report it prepares or sponsors to the 
NTIS and identify where and how each report can be 
be obtained, except for technical reports containing 
classified information."

SUBJECT: Dissemination of Tecninicali Information 


1. Background. Each year S~eceral agencies spend 
significant amount of xresources to support and underte 
research and development programs. Through its involvyeme 
in these activities, the Federal government acquires a lare 
volume of technical information, much of which could be Used 
to support activities in tne public and private sectors 
beyond the immediate mission cf the sponsoring Federai 
agency. Currently, no singie organization is responsible 
for coordinating the disseminacicn of technical information 
published by or for the Federal government. As a result. 
individuals and organizations whc are interested in finding 
out what technical information is available from the Federal 
government must contact a number of different sources.

Many Federal agencies utiiize the National Technical 
Information Service (NTIS) of the Department of Commerce. 
which is a clearinghouse for the collection “and 
dissemination of scientific. technical and engineering 


information (see 15 U.S.C. 1451-1157). Pursuant to this 
statute, NTIS has an ongoing srogram to make copies of 
reports available tc the -warlic, publish indexes and 
announcements on available reports and-maintain a publicly 
accessible computerized bibliographic file covering reports 
and other documents prepared cr sponsored by many diiferent 
Federal departments and ageacies. NTIS has cooperative 
agreements with hundreds of gcvernment organizations to make 
their technical information evailable to the public and 
normally does so at little or no cost to the contributing 
agency. Income from the sale or technical information 
products and services is used to support the NTIS operaticn.
